Societies, Socials, and Something 
Else. 
Тће societies meant are the С. C. 


L. S, the American Literary So- 
| ciety, the Thencean, the Girls’ Ly- 
ceum. Тһе socials were from four 
to about six-thirty p. m. Тһе some- 
thing else? Well, what is the some- 
thing else, anyway? That is what 
this article is to point out. 

The “something else” part of 
every "spread" or social is the 
clean-up part of the program. Тһе 
hardest part of nearly every func- 
tion our school has is the clean-up 
part. Тһе "four to six" socials en- 
joyed annually by the societies are 
successful and highly enjoyed by 
the members. The “something else" 
part has not always been a success. 
This is not due to the fact that the 
committees do not want to clean up 
properly. They usually do want to 
perform this work well but they do 
not know how. They do not know 
what to do with the garbage, or 
how to dispose of the slops. 


Here are some simple directions 
to help you out in these matters. 
Each society should buy a copy of 
this issue of the Student Lantern 
and file it with the secretary; or 
else cut out this article and paste 
it in the secretary's book as a per- 
manent record for the use of future 
members. 

First of all, remember to leave the 
room of which you have been given 
the use, in as good shape for the 
janitors as the janitors leave it for 
you. For example, if your society 
has permission from the office to use 
room D for a dining room, and you 
find it in a neat and tidy condition, 
leave it in a neat and tidy condition. 
If you find the floor swept when 
you take possession, leave the floor 
swept when you are through. If 
the tables are dry and clean when 
you begin to use them, leave them 
dry and clean when you have fin- 
ished. If the refuse basket is empty 
when you begin to clean up, leave 
it empty after you clean up. Do 
you say this is janitors work? Yes, 
it is, if you pay them to do it. 
Otherwise it is your work. The 
School Board hires janitors to do 
the janitor work of the school; they 
do not hire them to do janitor work 
for socials. 

It is better for each society to do 
this work for itself than it is to hire 


а janitor to do it for you. It is more 


economical; it is more democratic ; 
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you learn how, and you can do it 
just as well as the person you hire 
to do it. You can see that the con- 
tents of the refuse basket are taken 
over to the furnace room and burned 
just as well as a janitor can. You 
can learn that everything in the way 
of refuse that will burn should be 
burnt, and that nothing that will 
stop up and clog a sewer (like 
lemon skins, for instance) should 
be allowed to get in the slop pail. 


You can see that melted ice cream 
and slops go into a pail and that the 


pail is emptied into the sewer ba- 
sin, as well as a janitor can. You 
can wipe up the tables and sweep 
the floor as well as a janitor can. 

You should not only know how 
to do well the *something else" of 
your social program, but as good 
school citizens, you should be proud 
to do it. It is a sign of good citi- 
zenship. A person of real character 
is always willing to do her part of 
the work in return for her “good 
time;" we none of us think very 
highly of the person who is always 
ready to join in the fun and always 
finding an excuse to get out of a 
fair share of the expense or work.
